DRA INAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

The  Council  owns  19  sewage  treatment  plants  serving 
council  houses  estates.  Llanfair  P.G.  is  the  only  village 
which  is  provided  with  a public  sewer. 

The  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  system  for  Newborough 
has  been  completed  and  it  is  expected  that  permission  to  allow 
connections  will  be  received  from  the  Ministry  by  August,  1957. 

Work  is  in  progress  on  a similar  scheme  for 
Brynsiencyn  and  Council*s  consulting  engineers  are  preparing 
proposals  for  the  villages  of  Dwyran,  Malltraeth,  Gaerwen,  Bethel 
and  Hermon,  Pentraeth  and  Llangoed.
